22-7-70 issued in their favour should 
not be cancelled in terms ot clause 9(c) and (ee> of the ITC Order 1955, as 

(1) component parts imported against the first two licences referred to above 
had not been properly utilised for the purpose for which these licences 
were issued to them and accounted to the satisfaction of the Dir. 
Trivandrum; 

(il) they had not maintained registers prescribed under the rules; and

3. In response to the aforesaid show cause notice M/s. Yamato Tokyo Times 
and Annand, Industrial Estate, Calicut, had toy their letter dt.

No evidence 
regarding the utilisation of the materials have been produced before 
the undersigned also; 

(b) no registers prescribed under the rules have been produced before me for 

verification; 

(c) that they have thus violated the conditions relating to actual use im- 

posed on the licences referred to above. 


5. Having regard to what has been staled in the preceding paragraph, the under- 
signed is satisfied that at least the last two licences should be cancelled or other- 
wise rendered ineffective to avoid misuse of goods Imported against these two 
licences also. Therefore, the undersigned in exercise of the powers vested in him 
under cl. 9 sub-clause (c) and (ec) of the ITC Order 1955 hereby cancel the licences 
Nos. P/S/ 1596096 dt 27-5-70 and P/S/ 1596177 dt. 22-7-70 for Rs. 9BB7 and Rs. 4B44 
respectively issued in favour of M]s.

5. Where an employee who is already member of the Employees’ Provident 
Fund (Statutory Fund) or the Provident Fund of another exempted establishment 
is employed in his establishment, the employer shall immediately enrol him as a 
member of the Fund of the establishment, and accept the past accumulations in 
respect of such employee and credit to his account. 

6. The employer shall enhance the rate of provident fund contribution appro- 
priately if the rate of provident fund contributions for the class of establishments 
In which his establishment falls is enhanced under the Employees’ Provident 
Funds and Family Pension Fund Act, 1952 so that the benefits under the provident 
fund Scheme of the establishment shall not become less favourable than the benefit 
provided under the Employees' Provident Funds and Family Pension Fund Act, 
1952. 

7. The establishment shall submit aii audited balance sheet of its provident fund 
every year to the Regional Provident Fund Commissioner within 3 months of the 
close of the year. 

8. No amendment of the rules of the provident fund shall be made without the 
previous approval of the Central Provident Fund Commissioner. Where any 
amendment is likely to affect adversely the Interests of the employee, the Central 
Provident Fund Commissioner shall, before giving his approval, give a reasonable 
opportunity to the employees to explain their point of view.
